Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1970, 


To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Wort ley  Rural  District  Council, 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  Health  Services  of  the 
Wortley  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1970,  The  report 
follows  the  usual  pattern,  giving  statistics  and  a  short  comment  where 
necessary.  Included  in  the  report  are  statistics  indicating  the  extent  to 
which  the  Part  III  Services  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  are  used  within 
the  Wortley  Rural  District, 

A  brief  study  of  the  Vital  Statistics  shows  that  the  Birth  Rate 
continues  to  rise,  and  was  18,7  for  1970,  compared  with  16,9  in  1969, 

This  is  higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales,  and  a  slight  increase 
over  the  figure  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County,  After  application 
of  the  Comparability  Factor  the  corrected  figure  was  18,4,  The  Crude  Death 
Rate  is  down,  at  12,9,  compared  with  13,8  for  1969,  After  correction  the 
rate  is  10,9,  and  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  the  rest  of  the 
country.  The  Still-birth  Rate  has  risen,  and  at  17.1  represents  13  still¬ 
births  and  is  above  the  figure  for  the  rest  of  the  country.  The  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  has  increased  quite  considerably  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  and  at  22,8  it  is  above  that  for  the  rest  of  the  country.  In  all 
there  were  17  infant  deaths.  These  last  two  rates  fluctuate  quite  markedly 
in  a  small  area,  and  are  not 3  1  think,  significant. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  decreased  in  19^0  by  44,  to  512,  and 
studying  the  table  of  'Principal  Causes  of  Death'  one  finds  that  the 
Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System,  including  Coronary  Disease,  accounted 
for  285  deaths,  which  was  over  50%  of  the  total.  The  next  highest  group 
is  the  Deaths  from  Malignant  Diseases,  which  accounted  for  85  deaths  or 
nearly  1 6 %>  of  the  total.  Of  this  total  number  of  deaths  from  Carcinoma, 

15  were  due  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung,  which  is  2  more  than  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year.  There  were  12  deaths  from  violence.  Of  the  8  accidental 
deaths  3  were  due  to  road  accidents  and  3  were  in  the  elderly  age  group. 

These  latter  died  from  the  complications  following  injuries  received  in 
falls.  Home  accidents  are  responsible  for  a  tremendous  amount  of  distress 
in  the  country  and,  if  not  causing  death,  they  can  create  a  lot  of  pain  and. 
suffering.  Home  Safety  Committees  do  a  great  deal  to  channel  information 
to  the  community,  in  an  effort  to  spread  propaganda  on  this  vital  problem. 
Medical  and  Nursing  Staff  give  talks  to  groups  of  interested  people,  and 
during  home  visits,  and  at  Clinics  and  Health  Centres,  no  opportunity  is 
missed  to  bring  this  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  public. 
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During  the  year  there  were  513  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified, 
compared  with  128  for  1969 .  Of  the  total  number  424  were  cases  of  Measles, 
there  being  only  9  cases  during  1969,  The  attack  rate  for  this  disease  was 
10,6,  and  this  percentage  was  greater  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  and 
about  the  same  as  the  figure  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County, 

In  the  current  year  there  were  2  cases  of  Dysentery,  compared  with  13  the 
previous  year. 

It  would  appear  opportune  at  this  moment  in  time  to  refer  to  the  two 
new  Acts  which  came  into  force  during  the  year.  They  were  as  follows 

The  Education  (Handicapped  Children)  Act,  1970,  and 
Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act,  1970. 

The  former  transferred  responsibility  for  the  education  of  mentally 
handicapped  children  to  the  Education  Committee,  with  effect  from  1st  April, 
1971,  The  second  Act,  which  involved  the  setting  up  of  a  new  Department  of 
Social  Services,  had  more  Widespread  implications.  So  far  as  the  Local 
Health  Authority  was  concerned,  the  new  department  was  to  take  over  the 
administration  of  the  undermentioned  services,  with  effect  from  1st  April, 
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Home  Help  Service. 

Registration  of  premises  under  the  Nurseries  and  Child-minders’

Adult  Training  Centres.

Mental  Health  Services. 

Co-ordinating  Committees  and  Homeless  Families, 

Health  Department  General  Social  Workers, 

Provision  of  Recuperative  Holidays, 

Working  parties,  comprising  representatives  from  all  the  departments 
concerned,  were  established  to  deal  with  the  various  aspects  of  the  work,  and 
a  first  meeting  was  held  on  1st  December,  1970.  Subsequent  meetings  were 
held  at  frequent  intervals,  when  considered  necessary. 

Mr.  Vickers,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  has  provided  the  statistic 
for  that  part  of  the  report  which  deals  with  Sanitary  Circumstances, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  14,162  houses  in  the  district,  compared 
with  13,761  in  1969,  58  dwellings  were  represented  in  clearance  areas.  Of 

the  total  dwellings  13,566  were  connected  to  water  carriage  sewage  disposal; 
the  remaining  596  have  earth  or  pail  closets,  13,871  dwellings  have  a  public 
mains  water  supply;  the  remaining  291  have  a  private  supply.  Any  consumer 
of  the  latter  can  have  advice  or  help  with  sampling  if  they  are  anxious. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  put  on  record  my  thanks  for  the  continuing  help 
received  by  me  from  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 

I  also  wish  to  thank  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  other  Council  officials  for  their  co-operation  in  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department  during  the  year0 

To  carry  out  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  efficiently,  one 
is  dependent  on  certain  help.  In  the  absence  of  a  deputy  there  has,  of 
necessity,  been  an  increase  of  work  all  round  for  my  own  staff  in  the 
Divisional  Health  Office,  That  this  has  been  accepted  willingly  is  a 
measure  of  their  loyalty,  and  I  am  most  grateful  to  them,

POPULATION , 


The  Registrar  General  has  given  his  estimation  of  the  population  as 
39,840,  This  is  an  increase  of  610  compared  with  the  1969  figure.  The 
total,  of  course3  includes  the  population  of  patients  and  staff  in  the 
Middlewood  Mental  Hospital,  and  staff  at  the  Wharncliffe  Hospital,  which  is 
estimated  at  13682,  The  net  population  of  the  district  would  thus  be 
38,158 , 

BIRTHS , 


There  were  746  live  births  registered  in  the  district  during  1970,  Of 
these  374  were  males  and  372  females.  The  number  is  82  more  than  the  figure 
for  1969,  There  were  23  illegitimate  births,  9  males  and  14  females. 

During  the  year  there  were  13  still -births ,  4  males  and  9  females.  This 
was  5  more  than  in  1969, 

DEATHS , 

During  1970,  512  deaths ,  250  males  and  262  females,  were  attributed  to 
the  district,  31  i@ss  than  for  the  year  1969,

The  cases  occurred  13  in  the  first  quarter 9  3  in  the  second ,  5  in  the 
third  and  21  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year*  Once  again  the  majority  of 
the  cases  occurred  in  the  5  -  10  years  age  group.  This  is  a  droplet 
infection,  most  easily  spread  in  a  confined  space  and,  therefore,  tends  to 
occur  during  the  early  years  in  school. 


DI1PHTHERIA, 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  1970  and,  as  in  previous 
years,  we  continued  the  computer  scheme  for  recording  immunisation  against  this 
disease.  As  explained  in  the  last  report,  the  use  of  the  computer  is  designed 
to  keep  a  very  close  check  on  those  children  who  have  not  been  immunised  at  the 
appropriate  age,  and  to  continue  to  issue  repeat  invitations  to  the  parents  to 
have  the  immunication  carried  out.  As  a  result  of  this  a  much  higher  rate  of 
immunisation  has  been  achieved,  not  only  in  the  Division,  but  in  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  Administrative  Area  as  a  whole,

WHOOPING  COUGH, 


There  were  31  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  during  1970,  compared  with 
2  for  1969,  The  majority  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  fourth  quarter*,  when 
there  were  28  notifications.  In  addition  there  was  1  case  in  the  first 
quarter  and  2  more  in  the  third.  Distribution  of  the  cases  was  as  follows

Of  the  31  cases  which  were  notified  7  were  known  to  have  been  immunised. 
The  majority  of  children  who  contact  Whooping  Cough  when  they  have  been 
immunised  suffer  the  disease  to  a  relatively  mild  degree;  in  fact,  many 
children  probably  have  the  disease  to  such  a  mild  degree  that  it  is  not 
recognizable  as  clinical  Whooping  Cough,  In  the  Division  1 3 1 7 7  children 
were  immunised  during  1970,  compared  with  755  during  1969, 

MEASLES , 

In  19  70,  424  cases  were  notified,  29  in  the  first  quarter,  293  in  the 
second  quarter  of  the  year,  98  in  the  third  quarter  and  4  in  the  fourth  quarter 
This  compares  with  9  cases  recorded  in  1969 ,  As  I  commented  in  my  1969  report 
this  disease  is  subject  to  biannual  peaks  and,  therefore,  is  conforming  to 
pattern.  The  attack  rate  for  the  district  was  10,6,  which  was  comparable  with 
that  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County,  but  4  decimal  places  higher 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  immunisation  campaign  against 
Measles  continues,  and  is  well  received  by  the  majority  of  parents,,  During 
1970,  taking  the  Division  as  a  whole,  1  540  children  were  vaccinated.  As  an 
increasing  percentage  of  the  child  population  are  immunised,  so  we  will  look 
for  a  reduction  in  these  numbers. 


POLIOMYELITIS 


Again  there  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year  for 
your  district.  There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  notified  for  England  and 
Wales  ©r  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County,  There  can  be  no  doubt 
whatsoever  that  this  happy  state  is  due  to  the  comprehensive  vaccination 
programme  which  has  been  continuing  for  so  long.  It  is^  however,  imperative 
that  vaccination  againit  this  disease  is  continued,  and  the  computer  method 
of  recording  immunisation  is  of  assistance  in  this  matter,  because  of  the 
issue  of  individual  invitations  to  each  child  known  to  reside  within  a  given 
area.  Below  I  append  a  table  showing  the  Immunisation  figures  for  the  whole 
of  the  Division,

SMALLPOX 0 

There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox  notified  in  the  area  in  1970,  A  total 
of  946  persons  received  primary  vaccination 3  compared  with  821  during  1969, 

1  regret  I  cannot  give  figures  for  individual  districts 9  and  the  foregoing 
statistics  are  for  Division  22,  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  Chief 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  has  issued 
recommendations  on  the  advice  of  a  Joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and 
Immunisation  that  vaccination  against  Smallpox  need  no  longer  be  undertaken  as 
an  urgent  procedure  in  early  childhood,  and  our  vaccination  programmes  have  been 
amended  accordingly. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  continues  to  be  recommended  for  travellers  to 
and  from  countries  where  the  disease  is  endemic,  and  for  Health  Service  Staff 
who  may  come  into  contact  with  patients, 

INFECTIVE.  JAUNDICE , 

There  were  5  cases  notified  during  1970,  4  in  the  first  quarter  and  1  in 
the  second  quarter  of  the  year.  Of  this  number,  3  were  male  and  2  female,  and 
is  the  same  number  as  in  1969,  I  have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  these  figures 
we  have  now  indicate  any  different  situation  to  that  which  existed  previously. 

In  future  years  we  will  be  able  to  compare  the  statistics  with  those  of 
preceding  years, 

DISEASES  OF  I HE  AITMENTAB Y  TRACT 0 

There  were  3  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  1970,  There  were 

2  cases  of  Dysentery,  a  decrease  of  11  on  the  previous  year,  when  13  cases  were 
notified.  We  should  never  forget  that  Dysentery  is  a  highly  infectious  disease 
and  can  attack  a  family  and  spread  very  rapidly.  The  infection  is  transmitted 
by  hand,  ny  way  of  contaminated  articles,  e,g,  crockery  or  cutlery. 

Fortunately,  the  disease  is  preventable  if  strict  hygiene  precautions  are  taken, 
but  once  a  person  becomes  infected  the  disease  can  be  persistent  and  eradication 
a  long  drawn  out  procedure.  The  Public  Health  Department  is  involved  in  a 
great  deal  of  investigation,  and  specimens  have  to  be  obtained  from  patients 
and  contacts,  entailing  many  visits  to  their  homes  and  close  liaison  with  the 
Laboratory  Service, 


To  contain  outbreaks  of  this  nature ,  the  people  affected  muse  appreciate 
that  while  symptons  can  be  relieved  quickly  by  modern  chemico-therapy ,  the 
organism  may  still  be  there ,  and  until  there  are  consistent  negative  results 
from  the  samples  taken  to  the  laboratory  for  analysis  we  cannot  assume  that 
infectivity  is  ended.  In  this  respect,  therefore,  the  patient  must  continue 
to  co-operate  fully, 

TUBERCULOSIS, 


During  1970  there  were  9  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified,  an  increase  of 
5  over  the  previous  year;  7  of  these  were  patients  with  tuberculosis  of  the 
lung  and  2  had  the  disease  in  other  parts  of  the  body.  Apart  from  those  above, 

2  more  cases  were  placed  on  the  register,  having  been  transferred  from  Sheffield, 
and  1  case  was  renotified.  During  the  same  period  10  cases  were  taken  off  our 
register,  8  of  which  were  cured.  The  remaining  2  died.  The  picture  so  far 
as  this  disease  is  concerned  is  reasonably  good  and  gives  no  cause  for  anxiety. 

The  incidence  of  new  cases  is  comparatively  low  and,  what  is  equally  important, 
they  are  being  diagnosed  earlier,  with  a  much  better  chance  of  recovery. 

We  did  not  have  a  visit  from  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  during  the  year, 
but  when  visiting  another  area  in  the  Division  advantage  is  always  taken  to 
refer  suspicious  cases  for  chest  X-ray  or,  if  necessary,  they  are  referred 
direct  to  the  Unit  s  static  premises  either  at  the  Royal  Hospital,  West  Street, 
Sheffield,  or  the  Hallamshire  Teaching  Hospital,  whichever  is  the  most 
convenient.  The  Local  Health  Authority  continues  to  provide  extra  nourishment 
for  tuberculosis  cases  receiving  domiciliary  treatment,  if  it  has  been  recommended 
by  the  Chest  Physician,  These  patients  receive  two  pints  of  milk  per  day,  free 
of  charge,  so  long  as  they  are  at  home,  and  during  1970  there  were  3  patients  in 
the  Wortley  area  who  received  this  extra  nourishment. 

An  additional  important  factor  in  the  welfare  of  these  patients  is  housing, 
in  order  that  the  person  suffering  from  the  disease  can  have  separate  sleeping 
accommodation.  Whenever  I  have  had  need  to  recommend  rehousing  in  such  cases, 
your  Council  have  always  supplied  alternative  accommodation.  No  such 
recommendation  was  made  during  1970,  although  under  the  West  Riding  County 
Council's  Care  and  After-care  (Loan  of  Equipment)  Service  we  issued  a  single 
bed  and  mattress  to  two  applicants.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 0 

i 

In  19^0  we  employed  eight  qualified  Chiropodists,  who  treated  836  patients 
in  the  Direct  Service  Clinics;  this  involved  3.725  treatments.  Of  this 
number  823  were  pensioners 3  12  were  partially  handicapped  and  1  an  expectant 
mother.  Domiciliary  visits  were  undertaken  in  respect  of  319  patients;  of 
these  304  were  pensioners  and  15  handicapped  persons.  In  all  they  received 
1 5  3  9  4  t  r  e  a  tmen t s  0 


This  is  a  rapidly  expending  service,  and  ideally  one  could  employ  more 
Chiropodists  to  carry  out  the  work  of  ensuring  patients  receiving  treatments 
every  eight  weeks.  Unfortunately,  there  is  a  national  shortage  of  qualified 
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Chiropodists 3  and  from  my  experience  in  this  Division  the  profession  does  not 

appear  to  be  attracting  the  necessary  recruits  to  replace  the  natural  wastage 
by  retirement,  even  though  many  staff  continue  to  practice  well  into  their 
seventies.  As  you  are  aware,  the  service  is  provided  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  for  persons  of  pensionable  age  (males  65  and  females  60),  the 
physically  handicapped,  and  expectant  mothers.  The  numbers  in  the  latter 
category,  as  shown  in  the  first  paragraph,  are  very  few,  and  as  would  be 
anticipated  it  is  the  old  age  pensioners  who  benefit  by  far,  I  am  sure  that 
this  service  is  contributing  tremendously  to  the  welfare  of  the  old  people,  and 
it  would  be  safe  to  say  that  but  for  this  scheme  many  people  now  leading  an 
active  and  independent  life  could  quite  easily  be  mobilized  in  their  homes, 
requiring  help  from  other  sources.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


Steady  progress  was  maintained  in  this  particular  field  during  1970,  and  I 
am  happy  to  report  good  liaison  continues  between  the  hospitals  and  the  community 
services . 

The  general  policy  of  Mental  Hospitals  in  cases  of  acute  psychiatric  illness 
is  intensive  treatment  and  early  discharge  to  the  community,  with  support  and 
after-care  from  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 


Psychiatric  Out-patient  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Northern  General  Hospital 
every  Tuesday  morning,  and  in  attendance  is  a  Mental  Welfare  Officer  from  this 
department.  A  Consultant  Psychiatrist  from  Middlewood  Hospital  held  Out-patient 
Clinic  sessions  at  the  Health  Centre,  Mill  Road,  Ecclesfield,  each  Monday 
afternoon,  and  during  the  year  under  review  253  patients  were  seen  at  48  sessions. 
On  Friday  mornings  at  the  Health  Centre,  Ecclesfield,  an  Out-patient  Clinic  is 
held  for  subnormal  patients  whenever  necessary.  During  the  year  a  total  of  42 
juveniles  were  seen  at  28  sessions.  The  Yews  Day  Hospital,  which  is  an  annexe 
of  Middlewood  Hospital,  continued  to  accept  patients  from  the  Division.  At 
this  establishment  patients  attend  on  a  daily  basis,  and  are  conveyed  either  by 
ambulance,  a  Mental  Welfare  Officer  or,  in  some  cases,  by  relatives.  Here  they 
are  not  only  able  to  receive  treatment  from  the  Hospital  Consultant,  but  can 
participate  in  social  activities  and,  where  necessary,  can  undertake 
occupational  therapy.

There  were  20  male  and  27  female  patients  admitted  to  Middlewood  Hospital 
from  the  Wortley  area  during  the  year,  and  36  patients  were  discharged  (12  male 
and  24  female).  In  all,  18  requested  after-care  (6  male  and  12  female). 


Admissions  and  Discharges  to  Mental  Hosp 


The  Training  Centre  at  High  Green  continued  to  play  an  important  part  in 
helping  these  handicapped  persons  living  in  the  Division.  They  have  the 
opportunity  to  mix  with  people  of  similar  disabilities.  The  adult  trainees 
undertake  contract  work,  for  which  they  receive  a  nominal  sum  of  money  each 
week.  This  is  classed  as  an  incentive  payment  for  attending  the  Centre, 
rather  than  a  remuneration  for  work  carried  out,  although  skill  and  aptitude 
in  any  particular  craft  is  rewarded  by  an  increase  in  the  incentive  payment. 

The  trainees  continue  to  enjoy  an  active  social  life.  At  least  once  a  month 
a  football  or  cricket  match  was  held,  depending  on  the  time  of  the  year,  and 
on  other  occasions  Socials  and  Dances  were  arranged0  It  is  pleasing  to  place 
on  record  that  there  is  never  any  shortage  of  volunteers  on  these  occasions, 
and  much  credit  reflects  on  the  Parent/Teacher  Association  for  their  sponsorship 
and  financial  help  in  these  activities. 
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The  Care  Unit  provides  relief  to  mothers  of  those  children  who  in  some  cases 
have  a  physical  as  well  as  a  mental  handicap,  being  cot-bound  or  chair-bound. 

With  the  best  will  in  the  world  these  cases  can  be  a  real  problem  to  a  mother 
who  may  have  normal  children  to  cope  with  in  addition.  As  would  be  expected, 
the  Unit  admits  the  maximum  number  with  which  it  can  cope,  and  apart  from 
holidays  and  sickness  12  children  attended  five  days  a  week  during  1970,

The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Wakefield  and  Sheffield  are  available  to 
provide  all  the  necessary  investigations  we  may  require  in  the  epidemiological 
field.  The  respective  Medical  Directors  are  always  willing  to  help  and  advise, 
and  I  am  grateful  to  them,

The  necessary  accommodation,  with  facilities  for  post-mortem  examinations, 
is  available  at  the  very  modern  and  well  equipped  Mortuary  in  Salt  Box  Lane, 
Grenoside , 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE „ 

The  arrangements  made  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  for  the  provision 
©f  ambulance  facilities,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  27  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  have  been  continued  during  1970, 

No  staffing  difficulties  were  experienced  during  the  year,  and  a  full 
complement  of  staff  was  maintained.  These  now  number  44,  including  three 
female  domestic  cleaners,  two  employed  at  the  Hoyland  Ambulance  Station  and  one 
at  Penistone,  and  all  are  under  the  control  of  the  Station  Officer,  The  employ¬ 
ment  of  domestics  to  clean  staff  quarters,  messrooms  and  offices  has  been  a 
welcome  innovation  much  appreciated  by  the  staff,  who  continue  to  work  a  three- 
shift  system  from  the  main  Operational  Depot  at  Hoyland,  with  an  alternating 
shift  at  Penistone,  A  high  level  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  state  is 
maintained,  and  regular  procedures  are  carried  out  by  Medical  Staff  from  my 
department „ 

In  May  the  Ambulance  Car  was  exchanged  for  an  Ambulance,  and  there  are  now 
eight  vehicles  at  Hoyland  and  three  at  Penistone,  All  these  are  radio- 
controlled,  contributing  to  a  high  degree  of  efficiency,  and  many  incidents  are 
recorded  where,  due  to  this  system,  a  patient  is  able  to  obtain  medical 
attention  much  more  speedily  with  very  obvious  advantage. 

During  1970,  47,790  patients  were  conveyed,  and  the  mileage  travelled  by 
vehicles  from  these  two  stations  was  280,118  miles.  In  the  main  the  journeys 
undertaken  have  been  associated  with  the  conveyance  of  patients  to  and  from 
hospitals  in  Sheffield,  Barnsley  and  Rotherham,  as  well  as  to  various  treatment 
centres  , 

Arrangements  continue  to  operate  for  mutual  assistance  with  adjoining 
authorities  in  respect  of  routine  and  emergency  cases „  Facilities  exist  for 
transporting  midwives  to  maternity  patients  when  required,  in  addition  to 
delivering  an  incubator  for  use  when  babies  are  born  prematurely.  This 
valuable  piece  of  equipment,  whilst  housed  at  the  Hoyland  Ambulance  Station, 
is,  of  course,  maintained  by  our  midwives,  and  a  number  of  vehicles  are 
provided  with  means  of  electrical  heating  for  the  incubator* 
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The  majority  of  the  ambulance  personnel  are  competent  to  render  first  aid, 
and  for  staff  who  have  trained  and  obtained  current  certificates  the  County 
Council  give  extra  financial  rewards,  as  an  added  incentive,  At  the  Hoyland 
Depot  voluntary  Ambulance  Aid  classes  are  taken  by  a  Shift  Leader  each  week,  and 
these  are  well  attended .  The  Station  Officer  gives  lectures  on  "Resuscitation 
Procedures”  and  "Prevention  of  Home  Accidents"  to  audiences  at  Comprehensive 
Schools,  Church  Organisations  and  Home  Safety  Committees, 

CEgVTCALCYTOLOGY, 

During  1970  the  practice  of  taking  cervical  smears  for  the  detection  of 
early  carcinoma  of  the  cervix  was  continued.  Although  the  policy  laid  down  was 
to  encourage  females  over  35  years  of  age,  with  four  or  more  children,  as  the 
group  most  at  risk,  we  have  always  accepted  married  women  who  were  anxious  to 
have  the  test  carried  out,  regardless  of  age.  This  is  a  service  which  finds 
its  own  level  of  publicity,  and  there  is  no  shortage  of  applicants.  These  are 
referred  by  general  practitioners  and  our  own  nurses,  or  the  ladies  make  their 
own  application,  having  perhaps  read  in  women's  magazines  that  to  have  this 
test  is  a  most  useful  preventive  measure*  The  reason  for  the  absence  of 
excessive  publicity  on  oar  part  is  that  the  smear  facilities  in  the  laboratory 
is  the  controlling  factor*  The  number  of  positive  cases  that  have  been 
discovered  is  very  small,  but  invariably,  as  a  result  of  having  been  discovered, 
we  expect  the  ladies  concerned  will  go  on  to  enjoy  a  normal  life  span, 

HEALTH  EDUCATION, 


Throughout  the  year  Health  Education  in  general  was  undertaken  by  all 
members  of  the  staff  who  are  in  contact  with  the  public.  Advice  in  the  care  of 
health  is  routine  for  Health  Visitors  when  calling  at  homes,  be  it  regarding  the 
care  of  a  child  or  the  welfare  of  the  elderly.  Public  Health  Inspectors,  when 
visiting  homes,  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  educating  the  public  on 
improved  methods  of  hygiene,  and  pass  on  information  concerning  the  Public  Health 
Services , 

Some  years  ago  we  had  an  arrangement  with  general  practitioners  in  the 
Division  to  notify  us  of  persons  receiving  treatment  for  home  accidents,  i,e, 
falls,  burns  and  scalds,  etc,,  and  visits  were  then  paid  to  the  homes  of  these 
people  by  the  Health  Visitor,  to  advise  of  preventive  methods  and  try  and  avoid 
further  accidents.  Because  of  increased  workloads  for  general  practitioners 
and  nursing  staff  alike,  this  exercise  has  lapsed. 

Over  the  years  the  importance  of  this  aspect  of  Preventive  Medicine  has 
become  increasingly  recognised,  and  the  West  Riding  County  Council  are  fortunate 
in  having  a  separate  Health  Education  Department  staffed  by  specialists  to 
organise  and  develop  the  service.  They  produce  teaching  material  and  provide 
assistance  in  the  training  of  staff  to  use  the  highly  technical  equipment 
required  for  modern  information  services.  The  department  houses  a  Film 
Library  of  both  sound  films  and  filmstrips,  as  well  as  a  host  of  visual  aids, 
notes,  leaflets  and  posters. 
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The  Divisional  Nursing  Officer  co-ordinates  the  programme  of  Health  Education 
carried  out  by  the  staff  in  this  Division  and,  following  the  established  pattern, 
lectures 3  film  shows  and  discussions  on  health  have  been  given  to  outside 
organisations 3  as  well  as  to  senior  pupils  in  Comprehensive  Schools „  In 
addition,  talks  and  regular  screenings  of  the  film  "To  Janet  a  Son"  have  been  given 
to  expectant  mothers  and,  on  occasions,  their  husbands,  Publicity  on  all  health 
matters  is  displayed  at  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  Health  Centres 0  Notice- 
boards  and  display  cabinets  are  used  wherever  and  whenever  possible,  to  bring 
health  matters  before  the  public * 


CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS  AND  HEALTH  CENTRES 0 


Anyone  reading  this  document  regularly  over  the  years  would  usually  have 
expected  to  see  the  heading  "Child  Welfare  Clinics'1-  only.  That  it  has  changed 
is  due  to  the  policy  of  the  County  Council  in  establishing  Health  Centres, 
During  the  year  under  review  another  Health  Centre  was  opened  in  December,  at 
Uppergate  Road,  Stannington,  There  are  now  two  operational  Health  Centres  in 
the  district.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  your  Council  have  made 
available  land  at  High  Green  for  the  establishment  of  a  third  Health  Centre  in 
the  district,  in  addition  to  providing  land  for  the  building  of  a  mini-clinic 
at  Oughtibridge  and  another  at  Chapel  town.  As  you  are  aware,  these  buildings 
are  designed  not  only  for  use  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  for  existing 
services,  but  to  permit  the  use  by  general  practitioners  for  surgery  purposes, 
if  so  desired.  At  E eel es field  the  general  practitioners,  in.  addition  to 
holding  their  morning  and  afternoon  surgeries,  conduct  their  own  Baby  Clinics 
and  see  their  ante-natal  patients.  In  this  work  they  are  assisted  by  the 
Health.  Visitors  and  Midwives  of  the  Local  Health  Authority,  They  also  have 
the  use  of  the  District  Nursing  Sisters  who,  at  the  doctor's  request,  see 
patients  at  the  Health  Centre  or  in  the  homes.  At  Stannington  three  group 
practices  use  the  premises  as  a  branch  surgery  for  both  morning  and  afternoon 
appointments.  When  required,  it  is  possible  to  hold  Eye  Clinics,  Chiropody 
Clinics,  Well  Women  Clinics  and  Child  Guidance  sessions  at  the  Health  Centres, 
and  at  the  E eel es field  premises  there  is  a  Dental  Wing,  staffed  by  a  whole- 
time  Dental  Surgeon  who  has  a  clinical  assistant  and.  a  receptionist. 

The  Mobile  Child  Welfare  Clinic  visited  BradfieXd  and  Wharncliffe  Side 
on  alternate  Fridays  during  the  year,  where  the  services  available  to  the 
public  are  the  same  as  those  at  the  static  clinics, 

I  cannot  end  this  item  on  Clinics  without  paying  tribute  to  the  ladies 
of  the  Voluntary  Committees,  who  help  at  the  various  clinics  held  in  the 
Wort ley  District,  They  provide  a  most  valuable  service,  relieving  the  Health 
Visitor  and  Clinic  Nurse  with  a  great  deal  of  routine  work.  Their  efforts 
are  much  appreciated,  and  I  want  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  them  for 
their  continued  assistance  during  the  year.

Sessions  for  patients  residing  in  the  Wort ley  Rural  District  are  held 
in  the  Eeelesfield  Health  Centre  one  half-day  or  a  full  day ,  on  Tuesday,  as 
the  need  arises,  A  list  of  children  requiring  examination  is  supplied  to  the 
Consultant  Ophthalmologist,  who  attends  personally  to  sea  those  children  and 
is  assisted  by  an  Assistant  Health  Visitor,  The  majority  of  cases  are 
referred  to  him  by  School  Medical  Officers,  During  1970  there  were  722 
attendances,  of  which  141  were  new  cases.  Spectacles  were  provided  in  2.52 
instances , 

There  is  still  a  national  shortage  of  Ophthalmologists,  and  during  the 
year  there  was  some  difficulty  staffing  the  clinic,  but  fortunately  this  was 
not  of  long  duration,  and  those  children  we  could  not  see  were  seen  by  the 
local  Opticians  or  the  Hospital  Clinics, 

HEALTH  VISITING  SERVICE  0 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  considerable  rethinking  on  the  functions  of 
a  Health  Visitor,  I  think  the  old  concept  of  the  Clinic  Nurse  whose  sole 
concern  was  for  baby  welfare,  with  the  occasional  search  for  verminous  heads, 
has  long  been  dispelled.  The  modern  Health  Visitor  is  a  highly  trained 

professional,  who  not  only  has  the  requisite  nursing  qualifications,  but  is 
experienced  in  all  aspects  of  social  welfare  as  well  as  knowing  the  functions 
of  a  computer.  She  must  be  adaptable  to  -  efficiently  work  in  a  sophisticated 
Health  Centre,  as  well  as  in  a  two-roomed  Sunday  School,  She  should  be  the 
type  who  can  communicate  with  the  modern  young  miss  equally  as  well  as  with 
the  elderly  persons.  A,  Health  Visitor  has  to  act  as  a  link  between  the 
general  practitioner  and  the  patient,  and  between  the  patient  and  the 
hospital.  She  must  also  be  skilled  in  the  art  of '-teaching,  because  wherever 
she  goes  the  Health  Visitor  imparts  the  principles  of  personal  hygiene,  as 
well  as  advising  on  preventive  medicine.  The  Local  Authority  Social  Services 
Act,  1970,  about  which  I  commented  in  my  introduction,  having  received  the 
royal  assent,  becomes  effective  from  1st  January,  1971,  This  Act  envisages 
multi-purpose  Social  Workers,  who  will  have  a  part  to  play  alongside  the 
Health  Visitors,  but  will  not  replace  them. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  made  4,651  first  visits  to  new  cases 
in  the  Wortley  Rural  District,

During  the  year  a  total  of  11,980  visits  were  made  by  these  nurses. 

This  is  a  service  which  is  as  near  as  possible  to  that  available  to 
patients  in  hospital.  The  well  trained,  qualified  District  Nurse  is 
experienced  in  the  nursing  of  patients  in  their  own  homes.  They  are  fully 

equipped,  and  have  at  their  disposal  the  latest  aids  and  equipment  for  modern 
nursing.  What  they  do  not  have  in  some  cases  is  the  hospital’s  aseptic 
environment,  and  here  they  have  been  trained  to  improvise.  All  the  nurses 
are  mobile  and  work  in  close  collaboration  with  the  patient’s  general 
practitioner,  from  whom  they  take  instructions  and  to  whom  they  are 
responsible  clinically.  The  majority  of  general  practitioners  appreciate 
the  attachment  of  home  nurses  to  their  individual  practices,  and  have  found 
this  a  welcome  asset, 

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE  0 

Within  the  Wortley  Rural  District  during  1970  there  were  no  staff  changes. 
This  was  a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs,  because  in  certain  districts  there 
was  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  necessary  replacements  for  staff  who  had  left, 
and  in  order  to  maintain  a  service  it  was  necessary  to  enlist  the  help  of 
Midwives  from  other  areas. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  cases  attended  by  the  Midwives  was  61,  Of 
these,  5  patients  received  Trilene  Analgesia  and  28  patients  received  Pethidine.

There  was  no  occasion  to  use  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  *  19483  or  the  Amendment  Act  of  1951, 

Where  a  patient  is  generally  difficult  and  refuses  to  go  to  hospital*  I 
find  the  need  for  compulsory  measures  rarely  arises.  Usually*  after  a  visit 
by  myself  and  the  Divisional  Nursing  Officer*  the  patient  is  reassured  and 
accepts  that  it  is  in  their  best  interests  to  have  a  period  away  from  home. 
During  their  stay  in  hospital  we  try  to  persuade  the  relatives  to  clean  and 
redecorate  the  home  where  necessary.  When  this  fails *  arrangements  are  made 
for  the  Domestic  Help  Service  and  other  voluntary  agencies  to  clean  the  house. 
It  is  pleasing  to  record  the  help  and  advice  we  have  received  from  Mr,Vicker’s 
department  on  occasions*  in  this  respect. 

The  patient 3  after  a  spell  in  hospital  receiving  medication*  regular  and 
wholesome  food*  with  proper  care  and  attention*  is  able  to  return  to  their  own 
home.  There*  with  support  from  a  Home  Help*  provision  of  Meal s -on-Wheel s *  and 
periodic  visits  from  Nursing  Staff*  they  are  able  to  take  up  and  lead  a  full 
life  0 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE „ 


The  total  number  of  Domestic  Help  hours  provided  in  the  Wortley  Rural 
District  during  1970  was  80*389,  There  were  85  Domestic  Helps  employed  in  a 
part-time  capacity*  and  they  attended*  in  all*  506  cases.  Compared  with 
1969  there  was  an  Increase  of  101  cases.  Of  the  total  number  of  506  cases* 
361  were  continuing  from  19b9*  the  remainder  were  new  cases  started  during 
the  year.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  increase  in  cases  was  in  the  "General  cases 
over  65  years"  category.  Since  the  Home  Help  scheme  began  it  has  developed 
into  an  essential  service  for  the  care  of  the  aged,  and  it  helps  them  to  remain 
in  their  own  homes  when  otherwise  some,  due  to  increasing  infirmity,  would  have 
to  go  into  Part  III  accommodation  or  hospital. 

The  population  of  the  Division,  after  deducting  the  Mental  Hospital 
population,  is  84,440,  During  1970  a  total  of  153,617  Home  Help  hours  were 
provided*  Thete  were  962  cases  who  received  help,  and  184  part-time  Home 
Helps  were  employed.

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Before  the  implementation  of  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act, 
1970,  which  amongst  other  things  authorises  the  hand-over  of  the  Domestic 
Help  Service  to  the  new  Department  of  Social  Service,  the  County  Council 
approved  the  appointment  of  a  Home  Help  Organiser  and  two  assistants  in  each 
divisional  area.  The  Home  Help  Organiser  for  this  Division  starter  her  new 
duties  on  1st  November,  1970,  She  had  to  assume  responsibility  for 
administering  and  co-ordinating  a  work- force  of  approximately  140  Home  Helps, 
whose  duties  had  previously  been  defined  and  organised  in  the  main  by  the 
Health  Visiting  Staff,  There  was  a  gradual  transfer  of  responsibility,  with 
full  co-operation  on  all  sides. 

It  is  most  important  to  have  theelderly  remain  in  the  surroundings  they 
know  so  well,  and  to  this  end  the  County  Council,  under  Section  126  of  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1948,  make  contributions  to  District  Councils  for  the 
provision  of  selected  groups  of  dwellings  for  elderly  people  on  Council 
Estates,  These  units  have  a  Warden,  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  periodic 
visits  daily  and  ensure  the  well-being  of  the  tenants,  A  communication 
system  operates  from  their  accommodation  to  the  Warden's  residence,  so  that 
she  can  be  summoned  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night  should  an  emergency  occur.

This  is  the  final  link  in  the  chain  of  help  and  assistance  for  the 
elderly,  and  is  all  the  rnoie  remarkable  because  it  is  a  voluntary  service. 
Organised  by  the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service,  and  supported  by  the  County 
Council  and  the  District  Council,  these  ladies  provide  a  hot  meal  two  or  three 
times  a  week  to  the  aged  and  inform  who  are  unable  to  cook  a  lunch  for  them¬ 
selves,  I  do  feel  that  the  community  are  indebted  to  these  ladies  for  their 
efforts,  and  I  would  like  to  place  on  record  my  sincere  thanks.

RAINFALL 

During  19  70  the.  total  rainfall  measured  by  the  gauge  sited  at  the 
rear  of  the  Council  Offices  was  27,70  inches.  The  figure  for  1969 
was  34o85  inches. 

Rainfall  prior  to  1953  was  measured  in  a  rain  gauge  located  at  the 
old  Sewage  Disposal  Works ,  Ecelesfield. 

The  average  annual  rainfall  on  that  site  for  the  25  years  period 
ending  in  1952  was  28.47  inches. 

The  average  recorded  at  Grenoside  for  the  18  year  period  to  the  end 
of  1970  was  29078  inches. 

The  heaviest  monthly  rainfall  in  1970  was  4.42  inches  recorded  in 
November  compared  with  6,0  inches  also  in  November  in  1969, 

The  lowest  figures  were  0,40  inches  in  May  1970  compared  with  0,95 
inches  in  October,  1969.

1 .  Sheffield  Corporation  Waterworks, 

The  water  supplied  by  Sheffield  Corporation  is  naturally  soft  and  acid 
in  character  and  has  a  peaty  stain,  these  characteristics  being  derived 
from  the  moorland  gathering  ground 0  The  impounded  water  is  treated  at 
filter  stations  where  it  is  clarified,  neutralised  and  sterilised  before 
discharge  into  the  mains  system 0  The  water  from  the  Langsett  Reservoir 
is  filled  through  slow  sand  filters 0 

The  chemical  and  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  is  controlled  by 
the  waterworks  laboratory  staff-,  and  routine  sampling  is  carried  out  by  that 
Department  0 

No  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  by  staff  of  this  Department 
during  1970 « 

2  o  Wortley  RoD0C0fs  Bsra.dfield  Supply  0 

This  supply  originates  from  springs  and  boreholes  located  on  moorland 
at  Hallbroom.  The  spring  water  is  soft  and  slightly  acid  and  the 
borehole  water  is  fairly  hard0  The  characteristics  of  the  water  supply 
depend  therefore  on  the  relative  percentages  of  spring  and  borehole  water 
used.  This  supply  is  distributed  in  the  Stannington,  Worrall,  Loxley, 
Holdworth,  Dungworth  and  Storrs  parts  of  the  Bradfield  Parish  and  there 
are  storage  tanks  at  Stannington,  Holdworth  and  Worrall „

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

At  the  end  of  1970  the  total  number  of  houses  connected  to  public 
sewers  was  1331069  representing  a  percentage  of  92  05%  of  all  houses  in 
the  District o  Details  are  as  follows 
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Of  the  13 3 106  houses  connected  to  public  sewers  11,923  are  connected 
to  the  Sheffield  Sewerage  System  representing  almost  91%  of  all  houses 
connected  to  sewers. 

This  Council  operate  two  modern  disposal  works  at  Wharncliffe  Side  and 
Pilley  and  other  small  installations  at  Dungworth,  Whitley  and  Wort  ley , 

The  part  of  Thorpe  Hesley  located  in  this  District  drains  to  the 
Rotherham  Corporation  Works  located  just  outside  the  village  and  the  Hoyland 
Common  part  of  the  Tankersley  Parish  drains  into  Hoyland  Nether  U,D,C0!s 
sewerage  system. 

The  1,056  houses  not  connected  to  sewers  drain  to  cesspools ,  septic 
tanks s  and  in  some  cases  simple  soakaways. 

The  Council  do  not  operate  a  cesspool  emptying  service  but  arrangements 
are  made  for  mechanical  emptying  in  most  cases  on  a  rechargeable  basis. 
Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  introduction  of  a  cesspool  emptying 
service  and  this  will  probably  commence  in  1972, 

The  principal  unsewered  parts  of  the  District  are  High  and  Low 
Bradfield,  part  of  Dungworth,  Storrs,  Hollow  Meadows  and  Midhope  in  the 
Bradfield  Parish  and  Howbrook  in  the  Wortley  Parish, 

A  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  High  and  Low  Bradfield  has  been  approved 
by  the  Council  and  action  in  this  field  is  anticipated  in  the  not  too 
distant  future, 

A  water  main  extension  to  serve  those  properties  likely  to  be 
connected  to  the  new  sewer  and  having  no  mains  water  supply  at  present 
also  forms  part  of  the  overall  scheme. 

The  problem  of  dealing  with  a  rapidly  increasing  sewage  flow  in  the 
sewers  along  the  course  of  the  Blackburn  Brook  received  further  consideration 
by  the  Council  and  a  decision  was  reached  to  proceed  with  plans  for  the 
establishment  of  a  sewage  disposal  works  between  Chapelt  own  and  Ecclesfield 
to  relieve  the  flow  to  the  trunk  sewer  to  Blackburn  Meadows, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

General 


During  the  year  the  Council  provided  a  refuse  collection  service  for 
all  149162  houses  in  the  District  and  also  for  other  types  of  premises  such 
as  schools ,  hospitals,  institutions,  shops,  offices,  licensed  premises, 
canteens,  places  of  recreation  and  worship  and  moveable  dwellings. 

The  frequency  of  collection  given  was  weekly  in  the  built-up  parts 
of  the  District  and  fortnightly  elsewhere.

The  extension  of  the  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  was  continued 
and  the  number  of  dwellings  on  the  system  at  the  year  end  was  approximately 

12 3 000 o 

The  Wharncliffe  and  Middlewood  Hospitals  with  a  combined  resident 
population  of  1,682  persons  was  covered  by  a  twice-weekly  collection 0 

The  system  of  charging  for  collection  of  trade  refuse  introduced  during 
1969  produced  an  income  of  £310 .  from  the  58  contracting  traders  for  the 
first  full  year  of  operation,, 

The  vehicle  fleet  consists  of  modern  two-stage  compression  machines 
operating  in  the  built-up  areas,  and  sideloaders  on  the  country  rounds. 

Two  of  the  larger  vehicles  are  equipped  with  container  lifting 
hydraulics  to  deal  with  the  containers  in  use- in  the  multi-storey  flats t 
and  other  development  suitable  for  this  type  of  refuse  storage  arrangement. 
All  vehicles  are  serviced  and  maintained  in  our  Greno  Crescent  Depot. 

All  refuse  not  recovered  as  salvage  is  disposed  of  on  one  or  other 
of  the  three  tipping  sites  in  the  District. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  type  of  refuse  storage  receptacle 
in  use  in  the  various  parts  of  the  District.

Reserve  operatives  required  to  preserve  the  continuity  of  the

Consideration  was  given  to  the  introduction  of  a  weekly  collection 
service  in  those  outlying  parts  of  the  District  at  present  on  a  fortnightly 
collection o  Little  progress  had  been  made  with  this  arrangement  at  the 
end  of  the  year  but  it  is  confidently  anticipated  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  introduce  this  weekly  collection-,  together  with  the  introduction  of  a 
bonus  scheme 3  towards  the  end  of  1971 0 

The  collection  service  was  well  maintained  throughout  the  year  and 
very  few  complaints  were  received.

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SALVAGE  OF  WASTE  MATERIALS 


The  total  weight  of  material  salvaged  during  the  year  was  88  tons 
18  cwts0  valued  at  £13178017o40 

The  principal  materials  salvaged  were  waste  paper,  textiles  and 
non-ferrous  scrap 0 

Tabulated  details  are  as  follows 


The  waste  paper  and  textiles  collected  are  baled  in  an  electrically 
operated  press  by  an  operative  working  in  over-time.  The  combined  labour 
and  material  cost  for  baling  the  88  tons  of  paper  and  rags  was  £460  0 
equivalent  to  approximately  £5 0  4,  6,  per  ton.  For  salvage  bonus 
calculations  a  production  cost  of  £3,00  per  ton  is  deducted  before  50/50 
division  of  the  net  income 0 


The  total  amount  paid  in  bonus  was  £456o1203d0  equivalent  to  an 
average  weekly  payment  of  5/-  per  man 0  Each  employee  with  a  full  period 
of  service  received  £13o030o  paid  in  two  instalments  at  Whitsuntide  and 
Christmas .

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The  salvage  scheme  started  in  1939  as  a  war-time  measure  and  the

The  Council  continued  to  provide  facilities  for  disposal  of 
household  rubbish  to  ratepayers  having  their  own  means  of  transport , 

A  good  deal  of  abuse  of  this  arrangement  occurred,,  principally  on  the 
Loxley  Site  where  much  of  the  material  deposited  arose  from  outside  the 
Rural  District , 

In  spite  of  the  provision  of  these  official  sites ,  fly  tipping  was 
prevalent  elsewhere  and  periodical  arrangements  were  made  for  collection 
of  this  litter  during  the  year* 

Consideration  is  to  be  given  to  the  establishment  of  a  full-time 
litter  collection  arrangement ,

The  year  1970  was  the  sixteenth  year  of  the  Council's  long  term  slum 
clearance  programme  originally  based  on  dealing  with  50  houses  per  annum .

The  deposit  gauge  and  lead-  pe  r -oxide  gauge  are  now  obsolete  for  permanent 
pollution  recording  but  have  been  kept  in  operation  because  they  were  the 
earliest  instruments  installed  in  the  District »  The  samples  obtained  from 
these  instruments  are  analysed  monthly „ 

The  results  obtained  from  Station  2  which  is  in  a  smoke  control  area  are 
generally  lower  than  those  from  Station  h  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  the 
effect  of  the  development  of  Grenoside  Village  as  a  complete  smoke  control 
area  on  the  readings  obtained  at  the  Council  Offices,  Any  change  should 
become  apparent  in  the  latter  part  of  1973,

involving  623  houses  in  Grenoside  and  although  the  availability  of  solid 
smokeless  fuels  has  been  in  some  doubt,  the  Order  was  made  and  submitted

The  most  intractable  air  pollution  problems  in  the  District  are  in  the 
Loxley  Valley  where  stratification  of  acid  mist  occurs  due  to  emission  of 
sulphur  oxides  from  the  clays  used  in  the  brick  works  and  at  Smithy  Wood 
Coking  Plant  where  various  forms  of  air  pollution  arise  from  the  coal 
carbonisation  plant 0 

These  processes  are  under  the  direct  administrative  control  of  the  Alkali 
Inspectorate  and  whilst  improvements  have  been  effected  the  pollution 
continues  to  give  concern  to  local  residents 0 

The  National  Coal  Board  have  agreed  to  carry  out  improvements  at  Smithy 
Wood  designed  to  eliminate  pungent  odours  arising  from  the  chemical  plant 
and  also  propose  to  install  new  plant  to  remove  sulphur  from  the  gas 
produced  by  the  coking  process  so  as  to  increase  demand  and  thereby  reduce 
the  necessity  for  burning  surplus  gas  to  atmosphere 0 

Apart  from  complaints  about  fume  emission  from  cupola  furnaces  located  in 
built-up  areas ,  there  has  been  little  else  to  complain  about  in  the 
industrial  field « 

During  the  year  15  observations  were  made  on  chimneys  and  it  was 
necessary  to  interview  the  management  on  3  occasions 0  No  formal  notices 
were  served  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  or  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods) 
Regulations  0 

The  number  of  applications  received  in  1970  for  approval  of  chimney 
heights  was  4,  They  were  all  approved  as  submitted.
